Governor Parker of Lou- 
isiana Leaves Meeting 
as Executives Vote Aid 
to Coolidge.

West Baden, Ind., October 19.— 
(By The Associated Press.)—A for- 
mal resolution pledging President 
Coolidge the “fullest cooperation” in 
the enforcement of prohibition was 
adopted by the fifteenth annual gov- 
ernors conference here today after a 
stormy debate. Adoption of the mo- 


tion was accompanied by a tumult of 
shouting and stamping during which 
Governor John M. Darker, of Louis- 
jana, left the meeting. 

The resolution was placed before 
{he conference by Governor William 
FE. Sweet, of Colorado, with a demand 
for a record roll call. 
however, was by a voice vote. 

Text of Resolution. 
The text of the resolution, which 
in the form of a memorial to 
President Coolidge follows: 
“To the president: 

“Observance of law is the funda- 
mental basis of American citizenship 
ond enforcement of law is the pri- 
mary duty of every official, 

“National prohibition is now, by 
constitutional amendment, the law of 
our land. An overwhelming majority 
of the citizens of the United States

“We believe that the chief execu- 
tive of every state should be. zealous 
in the enforcement of the prohibition 
law and should urge u;on every siate 
official a strict observance and en- 
forcement of the same. 

“We believe that the state and fed- 
eral officers should cooperate fully 
in preventing the violation of our 
prohibition law and in making effec- 
tive the will of our people in regard 
to its enforcement. New conditions 
impose new responsibilities. People 
who violate one law will the more 
ireadily be guilty of violating other 
| laws. 
| “Therefore, the individual states 
‘should share with the federal gov- 
lernment the duty and responsibility 
of enforcing the 18th amendment. 

“We pledge you, as governors, our 
fullest cooperation and effort.” 

Meeting in Uproar. 

The scheduled program of the con- 
ference of governors was disrupted 
today by debate on the prohibition 
question and scenes unprecedented in 
the fifteén years of the organization 
marked the closing session. 

When the conference met today, 
Governor P. P. Baxter, of Maine, 
‘called for unfinished business and 
Governor William E. Sweet, Colo- 
rado, stated the redraft of the me- 
morial on the prohibition question, 
to be presented to President Coolidge 
at the luncheon conference in Wash- 
ington tomorrow was ready for the 
signatures of the governors.

Despite the fact that the federal 
government shows sttong desire to 
avoid bloodshed, despite Berlin’s wish 
to shun new political complications, 
despite the apparent »oacking down of 
War Minister Gessler, the red lead- 
ers declare the lull is :nomentary and 
assert that Stresemann intends ulti- 
mately to hurl troo;s against the 
workers of Saxony. 

It is a strange war these red lead- 
ers vision. ‘They themselves have 
fought in France, with tank, airplane, 
flame throwers, trecches and star

shells, the scientific weapons of the 
twentieth century battle. 

But the fight they believe is com- 
ing is one that would throw Ger- 
many back almost to the middle ages, 
the campaign of Tiliy and Walicn- 
stein, guerrilla fights across open 
country, trained footso'’diers mecting 
hordes of semi-armed nen upon their 
native soil. 

Talking thus, across the cafe ta- 
bles, one sees a vivid picture of what 
may come—monarchist Bavaria clash- 
ing with communist Saxony, Berlin 
struggling to preserve order, a flame 
of republicanism sweeping the Rhine- 
land. A welter of squabbling Ger- 
man states, one slaughtering the 
other. 

Saxons in Secret Meeting. 

Should the disaster come a new 
map would be drawn: 
ing medieval Germany. 

It seems fantastic, yet Dresden 
faces the picture as a sober poasi- 
bility. 

In a secret meeting vetween rad.cal 
leaders and members of the Saxon 


cabinet the events of the past 24 
hours haye been’ reviewed. Little 
hope was found in apparent concil- 
iatory moves of Beriin. MBavaria’s 
act of severing relations with Sax- 
ony has strained the s tuation on the 
southern frontier. Reports indicate 
that southern monarcuists are clam- 
oring to march into Saxony. ‘Ihe 
break may be temporz:ily postponed, 
but there is little hope that it can 
be averted, 

The United News correspondent 
learns that, at their secret session, 
the Saxon leaders estimated that Ber- 
lin could move between 40,000° and 
00,000 troops against Saxony.

Quitman, Ga., October 19.—(By As- 
sociated VPerss.)—Brooks county of- 
ficers who are investigating the killing 
of Sherrod McGill and his son, Talley 
McGill, a sensation of three south 
Georgia counties, today are following 
the’ theory that there is a plot to 
kill witnesses who may be called upon 
to testify in connection with the mur- 
der of Turner Folsom. 

Folsom was shot and killed a few 
weeks ago on the farm which was 
operated by the McGills, and on which 
the Jordans lived. Max Jordan goes 
on trial here next month in connec- 
tion with the Folsom murder. 

Israel Folsom, son of Turner Fol- 
som, made the direct charge to county 
officers this afternoon from his plan- 
tation in Barney that his own life 
and the lives of other witnesses have 
been in jeopardy for some time. 

The McGills were killed at 4 o’clock 
this morning on the highway five miles 
from Adel. Bot men were shot from 
behind. 

“MURDER BY UNKNOWN 
PERSONS,” IS VEKDICT 

Adel, Ga., October 29.—(Special.) 
Murder by persons unknown, with a 
recommendation that John Rogers, 
65, be held, was the veidict returned 
here late today by a coroner’s jury 
investigating the shoot'ng to death of 
Sherrod McGill, 70, and his son, ‘Val- 
ley McGill; 40; at an early hour 
this morning on the Adel-Nashv-ile 
road, about five miles east of hee. 
The two men were found dead in a 
truck in which they kad been riding, 
both having been shot in the back. 

The men were shot and killed this 
morning about 4 o'clock near the resi- 
dence of Bob Lindsey. Lindsey 
aroused neighbors and made an inves- 
tigation when he heard pistol shots 
and some one groaning. 

No one else was feen near the 
scene of the tragedy when Sheriff 
Daughtrey, of Cook county, arrived 
a few minutes later. He and his 
deputies and citizens made an inves- 
tigation, but could find no clue at 
that time. 

Later Sheriff Nix and others, of 
Berrien county, found Jobn Rogers, 
a citizen of Berrien .ounty, and fa- 
ther-in-law of Talley MeGill, about 
a mile from the scene of the tragedy 
in an intoxicated condition and hiv- 
ing a pistol in his taossession, four 
chambers of which appeared to have 
been shot recently. Regers was held.

NAPIER RETURNS 
FROM CONFERENCE 
ON PRICE OF GAS 


Attorney General George M. Na- 
pier returned to his office at the cap- 
itol on Friday after attending a cor- 
ference of attorneys general of twen- 
tv-four states in Chicago. These off:- 
cials gathercd to compare their find- 
ings in a nation-wide inves‘gation cf 
gasoline prices whiclr they have been 
conducting recently. 

Commenting on the recent reduction 
in the price of gasoline in Atlanta, 
Colonel Napier said that, after his 
thorough investigation of the gaso- 
line business, he felt that the pres- 
ent price was about as low as could 
be expected. He pointed out that 
each gallon sold carries three and a 
half cents of state tax—half a cert 
inspection tax and three cents un- 
der the new state law. ‘his makes 
the actual price paid by the con- 
sumer for gasoline 16 1-2 cents. 

He stated that investigation show- 
ed the whioivsale cost of gasoline at

BULLY FOR BORAH! 
On the all important question of 
tax reduction, Senator William E. 


Borah, of Idaho, says: 

“IT am very much in favor of tax 
reduction at this segsion of congress. 
We cannot act too speedily so long 
as we act with intelligence. If the 
fearful tax burden now being carried 
ean be relieved, as Scnator Smoot, 
who is as well adviscd as any one, 
declares, to the extent of $500,000,- 
000, let us do so as soon as possible. 

“The view expressed by Senator 
Smoot is good news. But I think we 
onght not be delayed. It is true prob- 
ably that to attempt a change at this 
session will open up, as stated, a@ 
Pandora’s box of troubles. But the 
Pandora's box of troubles already is 
epen out in the country and con- 
gress can «afford to take on some 
troubles in order to relieve the coun- 
try. 

“I hope the new chairman, Senator 
Smoot, with his usual industry and 
ability, will urge his program, and 
urge it at this session. If we do not 
begin an active campaign for reduc- 
tions we will likely drift into a pro- 
gram of increasing the taxes. There 
will be plenty of plans to increase the 
burden. The best way to meet them 
is by an active program to reduce. 
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Reduce and reduce now: 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, fs the 
new chairman of the senate finance 
committee and is regarded as a tax 
expert. In a conference with Presi- 
dent Coolidge during the week he 
very frankly admitted that the gov- 
ernment can now well afford to cut 
the surtax maximum from 50 to 25 
per cent, as strongly urged by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon, thus 
relieving the country fully half a 
billion of dollars a year from its 
present federal tax burdens, but 


‘into the local treasuries. 


Proper- 
ties have been sold by the scores 
during the past year, all over this 
state, for the. non-payment of taxes, 
but not in one single case has this 
been for the unpaid state taxes. The 
records will disclose this fact. 

The present state system is ad 
valorem, and the rate is uniform and 
limited to five mills. This consti- 
tutional limitation has been a Safe- 
guard that has served as an anchor- 
age of immeasurable value to the 
people, for observation has taught 
that legislatures or other taxing 
bodies go to the maximum limita- 
tions under the law. Had the rate 
been limited to ten mills in the state 
the levy would have been prescribed 
at ten mills. 

The agitation for the change of 
an “archaic system” is for the 
change of the “uniform rate,” which 
means that intangibles -—such as 
moneys, notes, bonds, stocks, etc. 
shall be taxed at the same rate as 
tangibles, such as real estate and 
improvements. 7 

In view of the ever-increasing 
and unrestricted county and mu- 
nicipal rates, running as high as 30 
mills in some counties, these intan- 
gibles have been hidden and very 
naturally so, because by their face 
value it would be necessary to re- 
turn them at par, and the state, 
county and municipal rates com- 
bined would confiscate their earn- 
ing power. 

In the city of Atlanta, to illus- 
trate, the combined city and county 
rates amount to 25 mills, and this 
plus the state rate of 5 mills equals 
2 per cent, which is the savings 
bank Interest rate on money. In 
other words the earning power of 
money would be confiscated by tax- 
ation were it returned, as the law 
requires, and the owners of money 
generally hide it, or invest in tax 
exempts, in order to evade an evi- 
dent injustice. 

This is why the invisibles in Qeor- 
gia do not reach the tax digests, 
and it is for this reason that a 
change is sought in the present 
state system. 

The county and municipal rates

done without impairing government 
services, shall be measured by its 
effect upon a party in power.

HARRIS WILL ASK 
CROP ESTIMATES 
AT NEXT CONGRESS 


Senator William J. Harris an- 
nounced here Friday that he would 
again introduce legislation in the sen- 
ate when congress convenes to further 
assist the census information on the 
amount of cotton ginned and un- 
ginned, and the crop estimates on 
the prospective cotton crop. Two bills 
introduced by Senator Harris passed 
the senate .at the last session, 
they failed of action by the. house 
in the last days of the session because 
of a filibuster on other legislation. 
The house census committee had fa- 
vorably reported on the Harris bills. 

Senator Harris contends that the 
crop estimates of the department of 
agriculture on cotton have been very 
inaccurate and the cause of much un- 
certain information with a resulting 
depression in the price. The senator's 
bills will be revised for the next ses- 
sion, he said, as his investigations 
had shown § further developments 
which he thought would help the plan 
under the systems now used by the 
census bureau and the bureau of crop 
estimates. 

The bill of Senator Harris to pro- 
vide a world census of the cotton on 
hand each year is separate legislation 
passed by the senate,

HOOKWORM DISEASE. 
In India and Egypt hookworm is 


vere anemia than in America. In 
this country the infection occurs 4l- 
most exclusively in the south. Porto 


Rico, Georgia, Florida and Tennessee 
are the famuus resorts of the disease. 


The infection occurs in different 
wars. The invisible larvae may be 
swallowed in water vor food polluted 
by the excrement of a victim of the 
disease: or in earth gr clay—earth 
eating being a habit in some sections 
of the country; or by enter-rg 
through the in, the lesion being 
known as “ground itch” or “dew 
itch.” The larvae reach the duodenum 
or small bowel, and there Jevelop into 
ndult worms, which cling to the bowel 
wall by meansof the armature 6r 
hook. -The worms suck blood, anl 
perhaps secrete blood destroying sub- 
stances. 


_ The prevention of hookworm infec- 
tion is a question of common decencr. 
There are in some southern states 
public school buildings which have no 
toilet facilities ~whatever, the fie'ds 
and woods roundabout being consid- 
ered sufficient. And children are sup- 
posed to be educated there! Decent 
disposal of the sewage protects the 
soil of the district from pollutions 
with the larvae. The public health 
service, Washington, D. C,. is eaver 
to cooperate in any sanitary endeay- 
ors to this end. Citizens may learn 
exactly how to construct sanitary 
privies by communication with the 
public health service. 

Symptoms of hookwserm disease 
vary in different cases, but the move 
frequent symptoms are severe aneriia. 
dyspepsia, with colicky pains, often 
relieved for a time by eating, lemon 
white skin, muddy or pear'y “whites” 
of the eyes, lassitude, breathlessness 
on slight exertion, pale lips, “Florida 
complexion,” sometimes feverish at- 
tacks, but not great emaciation. The 
preservation of flesh, in spite of wenk- 
ness and lack of ambition, gites the 
victim the reputation of being “ne 
account.” 

The adult worms are about one- 

third inch long and have a marked 
angle or hook at one end. They are 
gra'rish white and look like bits of 
thread. They are to be distinguished 
from the thread or pin worms, which 
have no hook. Eggs may be found in 
the evacuaticns by the aid of the rmi- 
croscope even when no worms are 
discoverable. 
_Other names for hookworm infee- 
tion are miners’ anemia, brickmakers’ 
anemia, tunnel disease, Egyptian chle- 
rosis, 

Personal prevention includes, as in 
the case of any parasitie infectior, 
careful washing of the hands before 
eating, and in this case, wearing 
shoes and never going barefoot in a 
region where the infection prevails 
Children visiting in the south often 
become infected with ground itch. 

Pwo remeiies are effective. Thym.] 
may he taken in capsules or pills, 
from two to eight grains at a dose. 
followed in an hour or two by an 
active dose of salts or other cathartic. 
but never castor oil. Oil of American 
wormseed (oil of chenopodium) may 
be taken in the dose of five drops on 
sugar or in capsule, followed by 4 
cathartic after an hour or two. Ejithez 
remedy must be persistently used till 
no more worms or eggs are to he 
found. They are most effective if 
taken on an empty stomach.

Kindly repeat your suggestion for 
getting wafer out of the ear after 
bathing in the ocean.—Mrs. L. B. M. 

Answer—The suggestion was to 
keep the ocean out of the ear if there 
is any chronic ear trouble or a per- 
foration of the drum. For this our- 
pose insert in the ear canal a little 
lamb’s wool before going in swim- 
ming. The cold water entering the 
earis likely to cause vertigo and ren- 
der the swimmer helpless, if the drum 
has a perforation, or in some cases 
even when the ear is normal. This 
accident, no doubt, accounts for sume 
otherwise inxeplicable drownings of 
good swimmers, drownings too often 
ascribed to “cramps.” Lamb’s wool 
may be purchased in drug stores. It 
is non-absorbent and therefore pre- 
ferable to cotton. Rubber stoppers 
are sometimes used, but sre likely to 
injure the lining of the auditory 
eanal.

! Mayor Sims in vetoing the orig- 
linal contract criticized the school 
board severely for having dcilly-dallyed 
ion thé Girls’ High project with the 
‘result that not enough money ig left 
‘from bond funds to build it. He 
‘said the board had plenty of bond 
money available in November of last 
year when the Rosalia street site was 
designated for the school. Six con- 
tracts, including the negro junior-se- 
nior high school, were let subsequent 
to that time and before the Girls’ 
High contract was considered. 

W. W. Gaines, president of the 
school board, jointly defended its bend 
building record in a formal statement 
issued Friday evening. He urged 
‘immediate start on the girls’ building 
(and completion at the same time with 


; 
'the Boys’ High. 
Gaines’ Statement. 

We must xo right ahead with the Girls’ 
High school building, and we must let the 
contract for the starting of it at once. We 
owe this to the city, to the girls of the 
city and to ourselves as officials. 

We must play no favorites between the 
Girls’ High and the, Boys’ High. Indeed, 
we are committeed to that plan. They 
; must be built along together and to the 
sanie'state of completion. And if in order 
to do this it is necessary to make tem- 
porary cuts on the Boys’ High, as our con- 
tract provides, we should not hesitate to 
do it. T am every bit as much interested 
in the Girls’ High as in the Boys’ High. 

Our board believed that we could let 
the contract for the Girls’ High for $492.,- 
000, even though the money was not all in 
sight for this year, as the contract has a 
provision for the making of cuts at any 
time and stopping the work when the money 
gave out. We have used this form of con- 
tract on all of the other seventeen buildings 
and have made cents repeatedly so as to 
bring the price within the available funds. 
These contracts have been held to be legal 
in all of the other cases and we believed 
therefore it would protect us in this case. 

However, inasmuch as we are forced 
by the authorities not to contract, even 
conditionally, for any sum beyond what we 
are to receive during the year 1923 we 
should at once sell all of our unsold school 
real estate, reapportion the moneys saved 
by reason of the cuts We have made in 
buildings, and cash in the amounts we have 
been able to saye in our contracts as executl- 
ed, and immediately let the contract for 
so much of the Girls’ High as these sums 
will build, together with the amount o 
bond money that we still have unspent. 
And then we should at once start measures 
for the raising of sufficient funds next 
year to compiete our building program, 
either by bonds, taxation or direct appro- 
priations, 

Indeed, our Atlanta public school system 
has so wonderfully grown in the past few 
years, some 15,000 in attendance, that the 
26 per cent paid us by the city for the 
operation of the schools is entirely inade- 
quate. And we should immediately begin 
to take steps to put the schools on an ade- 
quate financial basis. This is bound to be 
done and we had might as well realize it. 

Cost of Unit. 

In order to meet the fequirements of 
the city in the matter of the board of edu- 
cation has received figures on the cost of 
one section of the proposed new Girls’ High 
building, comprising about one-third of the 
building, which figures are within the 
amount that may be made available during 
the present year. And it is earnestly hoped 
that we can proceed upon that plan. After 
all, it is doing the same thing in only a 
slightly different way. 

But it is hard for some of us to under- 
stand how the city could have purchased 
the Commercial High school and paid for 
it through a term of years, and how it 
could have acquired the city auditorium in 
practically the same way, and yet refused 
to entertain any such proposition in the 
case of the Girls’ High. school, the most 
| important project of them all. The city 
continually does things which are not strict- 
ly legal, but which may be desirable, such 
as appropriating money to entertain con- 
ventions, and it is hard to understand why 
the Girls’ High school ig the one institu- 
tion to be discriminated against. 

But anyway, the way now seems open 
for us to proceed with the school and ww 
must go right on, and let the initial con- 
tract. 

Let me say that in my opinion the record 
of the board of education jn its present 
bond-building program has been fairly good. 
The progress that has been made has been 
much faster than in most cities, And the 
buildings that have been bnilt are splendid, 
modern and fireproof buildings, as good as 
can be found anywhere in the United States. 
While the first cost has been hich, they 
will be good buildings for perhaps 500 veara. 
When we first laid ont plans for the ex- 
penditure of the $4,900.000 bond money we 
decided that we could build eighteen bnild- 
ings. We have bnilt seventeen. and

Topeka, Kans., October 19.—(By 
The Associated Press.)—The Ameri- 
¢an woman is rapidly becoming ugly, 
Albert Edward Wiggam, biologist 
and publicists of New York, declared 
in an address prepared for delivers 
here today before a group of Kansas 
teachers. 

“Our beautiful women soon will 
cease to exist except in pictures and 
statuary,” Mr. Wiggam asserted. He 
based his conclusion on the disparity 
between the birth rate among Ameri- 
can women “of the highest type and 
that among low class immigrants.” 

“On the average, one child is born 
to every three of the graduates of our 
leading women’s colleges,” said Mr. 
Wiggam, “but one low class, broad 
backed, flat chested, stout legged, 
high necked, stupid, ugly immigrant 
woman will in the same time produce 
three. By this process the American 
woman is rapidly becoming’ ugly. 
With a decline in beauty there always 


_tcomes a decline in intelligence. Every 


decline in intelligence brings a -de 
ciine in morals, for intelligent people 
are more moral than stupid people. 
The crime wave is no mystery to bio- 
logists, who have studied birth rates 
among the unfit for the past bun- 
dred years. 

“There is only one way out. The 
old family ideals must be restored. 
The old American homestead with its 
good sized family of well-born chil- 
dren must be rebuilt.

Washington, October 19.—Many 
leading cotton spinners of Great Brit- 
ain are of the opinion that universal 
cotton standards for !ength of staple 
should be adopted in the same manner 
in which the American standards for 
grade recently were adopted as uni- 
versal standards by agreement of the 
leading eotton consuming nations 
with American governnent officiuls 
of agriculture by Artaur W. Palmer, 
cotton specialist of the department, 
who has just returned from Europe. 

- Palmer found business conditions 
in central Europe outside of Ger- 
many considerably improved. 

“tenewed efforts are being mad by 
the British to encourage cotton grow- 
ing in other parts of the world, in 
view of the high price of the Ameri- 
carl product,” Mr. Palmer reported. 

Cotton from Brazil, Argentina end 
Australia is being bought by English 
Spinners, but in the view of a num- 
ber of cotton men, production in these 
countries will not be sufficiently large 
to constitute an impoitant factor in 
world cotton trade for at least ten 


years. 

ae British Mills Hit. 

Failure of the south to produce 

a large crop this seascn and the re- 
sulting high prices have been very 
discouraging to the “Luancashire mills 
which had hoped to be able to revive 
their business in India and the Far 
East. The purchasiny power of tne 
people of these countries has been 
Measureably reduced since 1920, 
while the high prices of cotton iab- 
ries that have obtained in the past 
two years have brougut about a low- 
ered standard of dress. The effect 
of this doubly adverse situation has 
fallen most heavily on the Manchbes- 
ter group of mills. Fine goods milis, 
, spinning Egyptian cotton, appear to 
> operating. more profitably than 
mills running on American cotton, 
imag on the contiaent the reverse

“The position of the continental 
mills as a whole is much better by 
comparison. Prospects in Germany 
this year were for much smaller pur- 
chases of cotton than last year, but 
considerable improvement in condi- 
tions in Italy is noted. Owing to the 
uncéettninties of exchange and the 
general resistance to increasing pri7gs, 
the tendency of all of Europe is to 
buy on a day-to-flay basis. 

“British banks in tentral Europe 
have reoccupied their pre-war field 
. and credit is now generally available 
for business purposes. Credit is fur- 
nhished by these bananas in pounds. 
whereas. purchases of American cot- 
ton have to be paid for in dollurs, 
so that spinners in Austria and Cze 
cho-Slovakia are subjected to the 
risks involved in exchange flutcau- 
tion, and the extent to which busi- 
ness may avail itself of the credits 
offered is limited. Business mem in 
Vienna express regret that American 
banks have not been mcre ready fo ea- 
tablish themselves in that territory’

Spring Street 
Viaduct Will Be 
Opened Dec. 15 


Spring street viaduct will be open- 
ed Decemver 15, instesd of Thanks- 
giving day as originally planned, it 
was announced Friday night by W. 
E. Reynolds, resident engineer in 
charge of the work. Delay is due, he 
said, to failure of a cement sub-con- 
tractor to begin work in time. 

Mayor Sims launched an_ effort 
Friday to open the viaduct to vehicle 
traffic within the next ten days but 
consummation of that proposal is be- 
ing held up pending ceturn to the 
city of uo. W. mober:, Jr., associate 
architect. Early relief of traffic 
congestion is sought by the mayor. 

Reynolds said that it would impair 
the strength of the bridge to open 
it before the cement work, which is 
now in progress, is completed. All 
inetal parts are to be sheathed in 
cement to protect them against coal 
cases and acids in locomotive smoke. 
If traffic is started over the bridge 
before the cement becomes firm vibra- 
tion would weaken the sheath and 
gases and acids would penetrate to 
the metal and weaken the bridge pre- 
maturely, Mr. Reynolds said. 

The concrete foundation for the 
paving of the viaduct has been placed. 
Asphalt paving will require only a 
short time to complete and the rest 
of the work, such as laying the side- 
walks and finishing the balustrades 
can be completed by the time the ce- 
ment sheathing has been put on and 
become firm. 

It developed Friday that the con- 
tracts between the city and_ the 
Nichols Construction company, gen- 
eral contractors, specifies 13 months 
ax the time to complete the bridge but 
that the official contract is not dated 
and specifies no penalties for delay. 
It was made during the fall of 1922. 
Bonds were signed September 12, 
1922. 

E. Kaufman, city bridge engi- 
neer, said that it might be Christmas 
before the viaduct could be opened.

SUGAR EXCHANGE 
SCORED IN BRIEF 


Washington, October 19.—Attorney 
General’ Daugherty filed in the su- 
preme court today a brief in the case 
against the "NeW York Coffee and 
Sugar Exchange, the New York Cof- 
fee and Sugar Clearing association 
and others, decided against the gov- 
ernment in the federal district court 
in New York city and set for argu- 
ment in the supreme court on No- 
vember 12, 

Alleging that the exchange and the 
clearing association constitute a con- 
spiracy in restraint of interstate and 
foreign commerce in raw and refined 
sugar, in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the tariff act of 
1913, the government asked the court 
to enjoin all transactions upon the 
exchange. This, it stated, would have 
the effect of closing the exchange. 
The government suggested that no ma- 
terial inconvenience would result be- 
cause another exchange would be im- 
mediately organized which would com- 
ply with the law. 

Suggests Operation Plan. 

Should the court refuse to close the 
exchange the government would have 
it require both the exchange and the 
clearing association to bring their 
practices within the federal laws. ‘To 
do that, the brief insisted, the ex- 
change must permit, the delivery of 
sugar and modify its rules and regula- 
tions so as to prohibit transactions ex- 
cept by the owners or growers of 
sugar or one owning or renting land 
upon which: it is produced or by rep- 
resentatives of such persons. The 
government would have the decree 
drawn, however, so as to “‘permit all 
so-ealled legitimate hedging upon the 
exchange.” 

In its brief, which was voluminous, 
the government declared that the ex- 
change was “the largest comme*cial 
center for transactions relating to 
sugar in the world,” and asserted that 
although “little sugar is actually de- 
livered in settlement of the numerous 
transactions on the exchange” the 
prices established there are “the basis 
for prices in actual transactions.” 

Control All Prices. 

“By their speculations and gambling 
in sugar futures,” the brief dectared, 
the exchange and the clearing associa* 
tion “control the prices which the 
refiner pays for raw sugar and also 
the prices which dealers and con- 
sumers pay for refined sugar.” The 
exchange and clearing association, the 
government insisted, “serve no legiti- 
mate or useful purpose in the market- 
ing in interstate and foreign com- 
meree of raw and refined sugar.”

GAS COLLECTION 
ASKED BY WR] 


Comptroller General Wright has 
asked the state department of agriculi- 
ture for a detailed repect on the guso- 
line inspected during 1922 by the oil 
inspectors working uncer t:2 depatt- 
ment, in order that he may trace 8,- 
359,838 gallons of gasoline which, it 
is stated, came into the state without 
paying the tax of 1 cent per gallon re- 
quired under the law. 

This situation was brought out dur- 
ing the recent investigation of the 
agricultural department, when it de- 
veloped that the oil inspectors had re- 
ported inspections on more galluns 
than had paid the state tax through 
General Wright's office. 

General Wright asked for a report 
on the amount of gasoline brought 
into the state by each oil company, 
as well as the points where this gaso- 
line was received. 

“I am determined to run down this 
matter and collect the $83,598.38 
which is due the state, if it 
possible to do so,” said 
Wright on Friday. “I will also 
deavor to tighten the tax collection 
system so that this form of ‘boot- 
legging’ in gasoline cannot continue in 
the future.”

POLICE AND KLAN 
IN ARMED CLASH 


Lockport, New York, October 19.— 
Two men are under arrest and the 
possibility of an investication loomed 
as the aftermath of an armed clash 
esrly today between police and deputy 
sheriffs and an initiation party of 
GOC Ku Klux Klansmen near Cam- 
bria center. 

Those under arrest are William 
Tezier and Charles Turver, both of 
Niagara Falls. ‘Thirteen others, in- 
eluding one woman, were questioned 
at the district attorney’s office today 
but were not held. 

Sheriff Benjamin Gould received 
reports from motorists that armed 
men, garbed in white, were stopping 
automobile parties on the Saunders 
settlement road. * The sheriff, with 
two deputies and three Lockport po- 
licemen, investigated. When their 
ear reached the vicinity of a field in 
which a klan initiation was purported 
to be taking place, it was stopped 
by two white robed sentinels. 

According to the officers when the 
sheriff's party failed to leave as or- 
dered, one of them was struck by a 
klan guard. The sentinel was felled 
vith the butt of a revolver in the 
hands of one of she investigating 
party. ' 

Sheuts of the guards attracted 
klansmen from the field and as the 
sheriff started to advance toward the 
erciosure, the little knot of officers 
was surrounded. Gould and his men 
retreated toward the road and made 
a dash for their car. Aa the machine 
sped away a scattering velley of shots 
breke ¢ut. No one was hit. 

After the sheriff's paity had brok- 
en free and his car hed edgel its 
way throngh the lines of machines at 
the’ roadside, some of which had 
started in pursuit, he rushed to Lock- 
pert with Lozier and Turvier who 
were seized in the :nelee. 

The prisoners were locked up and 
the sheriff returned ro the scene with 
reinforcements.

in the country as some evidence of a 
lack of funds, 

“But if Germany is shamming,” the 
former premier declared, “there are 
more rational means of discovering it 
than by means of the weapons of war.” 
The proposal of Secretary Hughes for 
an international commission to ascer- 
tain Germany’s capacity to pay, on 
the other hand, appealed to him, he 
said, as a means that is “sound, rea- 
sonable, practicable and _ business- 
like.” 

“If the Hughes’ proposal was ac- 
cepted,” he continued, “the matter 
would be settled, you would then get 
rid of something which is going to 
add infinitely to the troubles of man- 
kind.
